The Income Tax Department of 
the Federal Government of Brazil 
has just issued its estimate of the 
amount of cruzeiros it expects to 
gather in 1959 from the taxpay- 
ers of the country. Its forecast is

11958 of Cr$33,000,000,000. 


Total Up 34 Per Cent 

During 1959, the Federal Col-
